Features  of  Upcoming 
1964  Summer  Session 


Eight  workshops,  three  pro- 
grams for  high  school  students, 
and  the  annual  Social  Science 
Department  tours  in  the  United 
States  and  Europe  highlight  the 
Summer  Session  beginning  June 
2. 

Two  of  the  workshops  are  the 
popular  programs  for  teachers 
and  other  interested  students  in 
Art  Education.  The  first  begins 
June  2  and  ends  July  1,  and  the 
second  begins  July  2  and  ends 
August  1. 

A  workshop  in  Home  Econom- 
ic Education  begins  June  8  and 
will  continue  through  June  27, 
including  a  special  two-day  pro- 
gram June  15-16  featuring  Mrs. 
Louise  Mast  Trammel,  clothing 
construction  specialist  and  as- 
sistant education  director  for 
Halpern's  Fabrics,  Inc.  demon- 
strating the  Bishop  Method  of 
clothing  construction. 

Consultant  will  be  Miss  Lela 
Tomlinson,  former  director  of 
Homemaking  Education  in  Lou- 
isiana and  a  nationally  recog- 
nized authority  in  curriculum 
development. 

Mrs.  Mildred  H.  Bailey,  assist- 
ant professor  of  education,  will 
direct  a  workshop  in  Modern 
Approaches  to  the  Teaching  of 
Reading  June  8  through  June  26. 
A  special  two-day  conference 
June  18-19,  will  be  open  to  non- 
participants  and  will  feature  Dr. 
William  D.  Sheldon,  professor  of 
education  and  director  of  the 
Reading  Center,  Syracuse  Uni- 
versity, and  senior  author  of  a 
well-known  reading  series. 

A  summer  institute  in  Special 
Education,  Education  of  the 
Slow  -  Learner;,  Methods  and 
Techniques  of  Counseling,  Prob- 
lems in  Special  Education,  be- 
gins June  2  and  continues 
through  August  1  under  the  di- 
rection of  Lee  Tarver. 

Finally,  a  workshop  in  Modern 
Techniques  of  Diagnosing  and 
Servicing  the  automobile,  and 
Industrial  Education  program, 
will  be  conducted  at  the  General 
Motors  Training  Center  No.  19  in 
New  Orleans  July  6-10  and  July 
13-17. 

A  Biology  Institute  for  High 
Ability  Secondary  School  Stu- 
dents will  be  conducted  June  2- 
August  4  under  direction  of  Dr. 
Dwayne  N.  Kruse,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  biology.  This  program 
is  offered  in  cooperation  with 
the  National  Science  Foundation. 
Two  other  programs  attract 
high  school  students  annually,

Name  Nesom  Dean; 
Five  Promoted  In 
Personnel  Changes 


Appointment  of  Dr.  Guy  W 
Nesom  as  Dean  of  the  School  ol 
Education  at  Northwestern  State 
College,  to  succeed  Dr.  John  A 
Jones,  who  retires  June  30,  and 
five  other  personnel  changes 
have  been  approved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education. 

Dr.  Nesom  is  in  his  26th  year 
at  the  college  and  is  head  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Phy- 
sical Education.  Dr.  Jones  will 
have  completed  21  years  of  ser- 
vice when  he  retires. 

A  native  of  Tickfaw,  La.,  Dr. 
Nesom  graduated  from  Ham- 
mond high  school.  He  received 
his  bachelor's  degree  from  Lou- 
isiana State  University  in  the 
College  of  Education  with  under- 
graduate majors  in  English  and 
physical  education.  His  master's 
degree  was  also  completed  at 
LSU.  He  received  his  doctorate 
in  education  at  George  Peabody 
College  for  Teachers,  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  and  has  done  other  grad- 
uate study  at  the  University  of 
Michigan  and  the  University  of 
Illinois. 

Dr.  Nesom  served  as  a  teacher 
of  English  and  physical  educa- 
tion and  as  athletic  director  at 
Bolton  high  school  in  Alexandria 
from  September,  1930,  until  his 
return  to  LSU  in  January,  1937, 
as  an  assistant  coach  in  track,  a 
teacher  in  the  Extension  Divi- 
sion, and  an  assistant  in  the  De- 
partment of  Health  and  Physical 
Education.  He  served  as  a  visit- 
ing professor  at  George  Peabody 
College  during  the  summers  of 
1953   and   1954. 

Coming  to  Northwestern  State 
College  in  September,  1937,  Dr. 
Nesom  will  complete  his  26th 
year  of  service  in  June,  after 
which  he  assumes  his  new  duties. 
He  has  been  a  department  head 
for  25  years  and  has  been  an  ad- 
ministrator in  the  School  of  Ed- 
ucation since  its  inception  in 
1946. 

Dr.  Lisso  Simmons,  professor 
of  education,  will  become  head 
of  the  Department  of  Education 
and  Dr.  Caesar  Moody,  acting 
head  of  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation and  Psychology  and  Di- 
rector of  the  Center  for  Experi- 
mental Research  and  Develop- 
ment in  Learning  and  Teaching, 
will  become  head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Psychology,  both  effec- 
tive June  1.
